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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of species 2 (propofol, claim 1 3) from List I, species 1 
(conducting material, claim 16) from List II, and species 1 (electrochemical transducer, 
claim 21 ) from List III in the reply filed on May 1 1 , 2009 is acknowledged. Because 
applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

The newly added claims 28 and 29 read on the elected species set forth above. 

Election of Species 

2. Upon further consideration, the following supplemental election of species is 
deemed necessary. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .
